Coach  Gene  Roberts,  one  of  the 
best  known  and  best  loved  of  Brig- 
ham Young  professors,  will  be  at  the 
University  of  Utah  next,  winter,  ac- 
cording to  reports  coming  from  that 
institution.  He  will  occupy  the  posi- 
tion of  executive  secretary,  taking  the 
place  of  Theron  Parmalee  who  has 
been  changed  to  the  directorship  of 
intra-curricular  activities.  Just  what 
Prof.  Roberts  new  duties  will  be  has 
not  been  stated. 

For  the  last  year  Professor  Roberts 
has  been  on  a sabbatical  leave  of  ab- 
sence from  the  “Y”.  He  has  been  oc- 
cupying the  position  of  director  of 
the  school  of  physical  directors  and 
athletic  coaches  at  the  University  of 
Southern  California.  He  was  just  re- 
cently offered  the  job  permanently  but 
he  preferred  to  return  to  his  native 
state.

Davis,  White,  Cudworth, 
Smith,  Freese  and  Parks,  are  being  re- 
lied on  in  the  races,  Quinley  and 
Haley  should  win  points  in  the  hurdles, 
Birney,  with  a recorded  heave  of  190 
feet,  should  place  well  in  the  javelin 
throw,  and  Hamilton  is  expected  to

The  recent  radical  changes  which  Columbia  has  made  by  the 
abolition  of  all  examinations  for  advanced  students  have  not  yet 
had  a period  of  trial  sufficiently  long  to  determine  whether  the  re- 
sult will  be  successful  or  not ; however,  basing  our  conclusions  upon 
an  average  knowledge  of  human  traits  and  weaknesses,  we  predict 
failure.  A great  many  undergraduates  attending  universities  today 
are  doing  so  not  principally  for  the  benefits  they  will  derive  from 
their  courses  but  for  social  and  other  reasons 

The  average  person  is  not  very  ambitious,  hard-working,  or 
conscientious  to  a great  degree,  and  an  appreciable  incentive  is  often 
a great  aid  in  mastering  many  of  the  courses.  When  an  exemption 
is  offered,  part  of  the  class  will  work  hard  in  order  to  win  the  covet- 
ed honor  and  the  remainder  will  do  likewise  hoping  that  by  doing 
so  they  will  be  accepting  the  lesser  of  two  evils.  The  exemption 
system  is  highly  commendable  and  has  proven  one  of  the  best  ways 
of  overcoming  the  indifference  of  the  students  who  are  satisfied  with 
merely  a passing  grade,  yet  without  examinations  no  such  system 
could  exist. 

The  use  of  final  examinations  in  universities  has  been  subjected 
to  fire  for  centuries  and  no  satisfactory  substitute  has  been  found 
as  yet  For  this  reason,  and  until  some  plan  is  disclosed  which 
proves  successful,  we  must  favor  examinations  and  accept  them 
at  least  as  a partial  judgment  of  work  accomplished. 

THE  REWARD 


Great  writers  of  fiction  tell  us  that 
the  way  to  portray  a great  character 
is  to  tell  of  their  mental  achievements. 
It  seems  that  the  readers  of  literature 
are  always  drawn  to  attentive  interest 
by  this  one  thing.  Men  and  women 
are  made  heroes  and  heroines  by  their 
deeds  and  actions.  Such  people  as 
Washington,  Jefferson,  Hamilton  and 
many  others  reach  the  heights  of  fame 
by  the  accomplishment  of  some  task, 
but  the  masses  of  people  who  worship 
them  and  the  deeds  that  they  have 
done  do  not  know  any  more  than  they 
are  told  by  others.  There  are  many 
people  about  us  every  day  who  are 
equally  as  great  as  these  outstanding 
men,  people  who  silently  suffer  for 
some  worthy  cause  that  the  world 
knows  nothing  of,  people  who  sacri- 
fice and  give  their  all,  and  yet  we 
know  nothing  of  them  because  we  do 
no  understand  their  motives. 


It  is  these  victories  and  defeats  of 
the  mind  that  are  really  the  great 
things  of  this  life,  for  after  all  they 
are  the  ones  that  will  count  in  the  life 
to  come.  The  reward,  it  seems,  is  too 
great  to  be  given  in  this  world,  but 
they  must  await  the  time  of  the  final 
judgment.  So  you  see  it  is  not  what 
we  accomplish  in  the  way  of  material 
wealth  but  what  we  are  doing  that 
will  bring  us  recognition  in  the  world 
to  come.  Life  would  lose  all  its  charm 
and  attractiveness  if  it  were  to  be  lived 
just  for  what  there  is  in  it,  but  it  if 
the  hope  and  promise  of  the  future  that 
I beckons  us  on  and  affords  consola- 
tion for  our  defeats.

Colorado  A.  C.’s  squad  boasts  of 
the  best  weightmen  in  the  conference. 
Led  by  the  conference  champion 
Beattie,  they  should  take  the  majority 
of  points  in  the  weights.  Beattie’s 
discus  throw  and  shot  put  dope  him 
good  for  two  firsts,  with  points  in  the 
hammer  throw  also  conceded.  Its  duo 
of  pole  vaulters  look  for  at  least  five 
points,  and  Brown,  Harvey  and  Dyke- 
man,  snatchng  some  more  points  in 
the  high  jump. 

Utah’s  squad,  with  Grant  and  Long 
leading,  will  be  very  much  in  the  run- 
ning. Grant  should  run  Worthington 
of  the  Utah  Aggies  a close  race  for 
first  in  the  high  hurdles,  and  win  a 
place  in  the  high  jump.  Long  has 
been  conceded  the  quarter  mile  race. 
His  time  of  48.2  is  the  best  recorded 
thus  far  this  year.  Squires,  holder  o' 
the  Utah  state  mile  record,  should  be 
good  for  first;  though  he  will  be  push- 
ed by  Bently  of  Young. 

Captain  Rowe’s  team  of  Cougar 
tracksters  from  the  Brigham  Young 
University  will  be  felt  keenly  by  the 
Colorado  U and  Utah  U squads  as 
the  Cougars  participate  equally  in  a 
three-way  split  of  points  in’  track 
events  with  the  C.  A.  C.  cutting  in 
here  and  there  for  more  damage.  The 
Cougar  team  ought  to  take  as  many 
fi^st  places  as  any  other  entrant,  but 
will  be  weak  in  second,  third,  and 
fourth  place  winners.  Rowe  should 
win  his  specialty,  the  220-yard  low 
hurdles,  and  the  broad  jump,  though 
Hamilton  of  Colorado  U is  also  an 
adept  in  propelling  himself  through 
the  air.  The  B.  Y.  U.  ace  recorded 

time  of  9 4-5  seconds  for  the  cen- 
tury and  this  means  that  he  has  an 
excellent  chance  to  out  run  the  fast 
field  in  this  event.  His  time  in  the 
furlong  is  exceptionally  fast  and  he 
should  place  at  least  second  in  this 
race.
